Fayetteville, W. Va., Feb. 6.—One 


hundred and sixty-eight men were 
entombed in the mine of the New 
River Coal company at Carlisle, near 
here, by an explosion today. All but 
ten succeeded in making their way 
to the surface. 
They reported that 


six of the men in the section where 
the explosion occurred, had been kill- 
ed, but they knew nothing of 
the 


other four. 
Rescue parties w*e at 


once organized to search the work- 
ings. 


The explosion occurred in a re- 


mote part of the mine when an open 
lamp, earned by one of the miners 
came in contact with a pocket of gas. 
The hoisting apparatus was not dam- 
aged and when the men reached the 
foot of the shaft after 
struggling 


through the darkness, 
they 
were 


quickly hoisted to safety. Two state 
mine inspectors arrived before noon 
and prepared to make a 
thorough 


search for the dead and the missing 
miners. ^ Great crowds collected Jiut 
werelcept baefi from the shaft house 
toy mine guards and police hurried- 
ly brought from nearby towns. 


Soon after th,e mine inspectors and 


the remainder of the rescue party 
went down the shaft the signal to 
hoist was given those on top, and in a 
few minutes three bodies were at the 
surface. The general 
manager said 


progress in the search was being made, 
and he believed the other three bodies 
would be recovered before nightfall 
He declared that only six nwn had 
been killed. It was said that the four 
reported as missing would be found 
among thosa who had already escaped 
from the pit when the survivors were 
c*ficially counted.

SUCCESS IN CHURNING. 


Methods of Handling Milk and Cream 


For Best Results. 


Some people do not know how to 


handle milk to get it into the best con 
ditiou for churning, writes L. 
W. 


Liguty in tbo National Stockman. The 
old time milk pan and gravity process 
belong to the p.'ist. aud we bid them 
goodby. We run the milk through the 
separator as soon as it is drawn and 
we chill the cream as soon as it is 
separated and keep it cool until we 
are ready to churn. 


•\Ye should never keep cream ovei 


four days, nnd better only two days. 
The cream must oe ripened or soured

before churning, and here Is where 
you can use a little of your skilL Of 
course we can churn the sweet cream 
if it is normal, but there is no demand 
for that flavorless butter nnd the 
churnability of cream Is increased by 
ripening. The formation of lactic acid 
cuts out some of the albumen and oth 
er substances that tend to keep the fat 
globules apart 


The cream should be warmed np to 


about 76'degrees and then add to H 
some buttermilk from which good but 
ter was made two days ago and which 
bad been kept cold in the meantime 
The amount of buttermilk you should 
add to the cream as soon/as it is warm 
is one-sixteenth of the quantity of 
cream you have, then stir well. Do 
not let the temperature come below 6S 
while ripening. When ripe cool to the 
churning temperature and churn. 


If managed in this way you will get 


the butter. There may be a cow in the 
lot that gives abnormal milk that will 
not chum, and if such is the case you 
have to get her our. Those cows ar^ 
not plentiful, but we occasionally find 
them. 
Unhealthy cows may give ab- 


normal milk, and you cannot churn it. 
but that is to be expected. Do things 
right and you have no churning troti 
bles. 
And do not forget dairying i.= 


not as easy as falling off a log.

What the 
Milk Producer Needs 


Maintain Normal Weight. 


A medium sized cow weighing about 


1.000 pounds needs a ration like th" 
following to keep herself without gain 
ing^in weight or producing any nrilk: 
Twelve pounds of timothy bay and 
three pounds of wheat bran; or eighi 
pounds of corn stover, six pounds ot 
clover hay and three pounds of corn 
aud cob meal: or twenty-three pound* 
of silage, five pounds of timothy hay 
and three pounds of wheat bran; oi 
five pounds of timothy hay, five pounds 
of clover bay and four pounds of corn 
and cob meal. These are mere sample 
rations showing what the cow needs 
for her own keep, writes a correspond- 
ent of the National Stockman. Further, 
she needs all kinds of building material 
to repair the breaking tissues of her en- 
tire body, and if she is to make milk 
she must have all the elements consti 
luting milk, which contains all the food 
elements needed by man or beast. 


Give your cows all the good hay they 


will cat and if powible ^ome stover am; 
straw for the sake of variety. If yon 
have time and the patience cut some oi 
it tine and moisten it with Hot water 
and feeding molasses to make it rnon 
palatable. Let them have all the watei 
they will drink at H-ast twice a day 
Now get some good corn nnd oats anO 
gi in<!

Hospitable Crab*. 


Some species of crab;? enter into curi- 


ous partnerships with other small ani- 
mals. The sponge crab (Droraia vul- 
garis) is so named because of a trick it 
has of attaching a sponge to its back, 
holding it there with its claws until it 
is firmly fastened. Since the sponge is 
filled with small needles and gives off 
a strong odor it protects the crab from 
many enemies. In return it gets nour- 
ishment from the bits of food left over 
from the crab's numerous repasts.

LTHODGH Abraham Lincoln en- 


listed as a soldier for service 
In the Black Hawk war, that 
Indian disturbance ended be- 


fore be saw active service. But in the 
final year of the civil war, when he 
was president of the Cnited States and 
ex otficio commander in chief of the 
armies of the north, he once witnessed 
actual fighting between Onion soldiers 
and Confederates and approached so 
close to the scene that he was under 
fire himself. Three feet from his side 
a Onion officer was shot before he 
heeded the remonstrances of his sub- 
ordinate officers and stepped out of 
danger. 


The scene was Fort Stevens, one of 


the defenses of the city of Washington 
when General Jubal A. Early made his 
raid almost to the outskirts of the city. 
The date was July 12, 1S04. Early'g 


had aroused great apprehension among 
the officials, s|nd members of the cabi- 
net, senators and representatives and 
other officials witto ladies went out to 
see the northern soldiers resist Early's 
approach. 


"Rarely did a minor engagement pre- 


sent so clear an opportunity for view- 
ing its progress, and rarely for such -a 
scene was a more memorable group of 
spectators assembled," says Pond's 
"The Shenandoah Valley In 1864" in 
the chapter' entitled "Early Menaces 
Washington." "On the parapet of Fort 
Stevens stood the tall form of Abra- 
ham Lincoln by the side of General 
Wright, who in vain warned the eager 
president that his position was swept 
by the bullets of sharpshooters until 
an officer tvas shot down within three 
feet of him. when be reluctantly step- 
ped below.

STRUCK UNCHARTED ROCK, 


SAID TO BE COMPLETE. 


Sister SliijMs Hurrying to the Seen 


U. S. CruLserh Standing By— 


Entire Crew WHS Saved.

San Diego, Calf., Feb. C.—The 


Japanese 
cruiser 
Asatna, 
which 


struck an uncharted rock off 
the 


western coast of Lower 
California, 


is a complete wreck, according to 
information 
leaching here today. 


Two United States cruisers are re- 
ported to be standing by the vessel 
and two Japanese warships speeding 
to it to assist the crew 


The cruiser, it is said, went down 


last 
Sunday 
afternoon at the en- 


trance to Turtle Bay. She was mak- 
ing ten knots when she struck the- 
submerged rock, ripping open 
the 


hull about fitteen feet abaft the bow. 


The battleship settled quickly and 


the gale which began to blow that 
night is said to have completed its 
destruction. 


The Asina's condensers were put 


out ol commission, it is understood, 
a few hours after the impact and its 
wireless 
apparatus was rendered 


useless. 


The United States cruisers Raleigh 


and San Diego reached the Asama 
last night and the Japanese cruisers 
Idzumo and Hisen were reported 
early today to be steaming at full 
speed for the scene of the wreck 
The Asama's officers and crew, it is 
said, will not be brought into 
an 


American port, but will emoark 
either aboard the 
Hizen or 
the 


Idzumo 
An interesting question in Admiral- 


ty procedure has arisen 
over 
the 


wreck. Tinder a strict interpretation 
of the neutrality laws, Mexico, it is 
pointed out, has a right to intern the 
officers and men of the Asama who 
landed on ajexican soil, until the end 
of the European war. At the same 
time the United States warships or 
ships of other neutral nations may 
assist in the saving of life from, the 
wrecked Japanese cruiser, it is said, 
but they can render no assistance to- 
wards salvaging the ship or her gear 
without violating the neutrality laws. 


The San Diego and Raleigh prob- 


ably will stand by the Asama until 
the" arrival of the Japanese warships 
They will then return to San Diego.
